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Councillor crosses the floor 
from Tory to Independent

WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land Council and Conser¬ 
vative group leader Geoff 
Petherick has dumped his 
party and joined the Inde¬ 
pendents. 

His decision came fol¬ 
lowing a 10-6 defeat in a 
leadership ballot with 
Weymouth and Portland 
Conservative group rival 
Mike Goodman, the same 
man who Mr Petherick 
ousted as leader last year. 

Mr Goodman stayed on 
in 2010 and it appeared 
that Mr Petherick would do 
the same in 2011 when he 
was voted into the post of 
deputy-leader at the Tory 
group’s annual meeting. 


But he has now marched 
away from the Conserva¬ 
tives and joined the Inde¬ 
pendents, claiming all his 
efforts for the Tories “fell 
on stony ground” and that 
he felt they were more in¬ 
terested in the party than 
in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

Mr Petherick said: “I 
was disappointed not to be 
re-elected Conservative 
group leader, but I’m ac¬ 
tually quite happy about 
my decision to switch and 
become an Independent 
because I have got my pri¬ 


vate life back while still 
being able to pursue the 
interests of Wyke Regis 
which is the ward I repre¬ 
sent. 

“My shared approach to 
the council where I tried 
to involve all parties for 
the good of Weymouth 
and Portland didn’t go 
down well with some peo¬ 
ple but it produced a 
freeze on council tax and 
the first unanimous vote 
in support of a council 
budget. 

“A number of Conserva¬ 
tive group members have 
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now contacted me to 
thank me for what I did 
and I would like to wish 
Mike Goodman well as 
their new leader.” 

Mr Petherick’s party 
switch won’t change the 
balance of power because 
Weymouth and Portland 
will remain a hung council 
with no one party in over¬ 
all control. 

But his decision could 
effect other changes, no¬ 
tably on the powerful 
management committee 
where he was chairman. 

Mr Goodman paid trib¬ 
ute to him and said he had 
never come across anyone 
who had worked as hard 
as Mr Petherick, but he 
denied his Conservative 
group put party before 
Weymouth and Portland. 

He added: “Each year 
our group selects a leader, 
sets out our programme of 
meetings and sorts out 
what committee people 
want to sit on. 

“It was a routine general 
meeting which decided by 
secret ballot to ask me to 
take over as Conservative 
group leader with Geoff as 
deputy. Since then he has 
decided to go Independent 
and I have heard nothing 
further from him. 

“I understand how Geoff 
is feeling because he was 
voted in as group leader in 
identical fashion in my 
place last year.”

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PERSONAL Trainer Mike Hensman moved to 
Lyme Regis two-years-ago with his wife and 
daughter. 

After gaining a degree in the Psychology of 
Marketing Mike worked in telecommunica¬ 
tions before following his passion for sport 
and fitness. 

Mike worked for eight years as a personal 
trainer for Virgin Active in London. He is now 
self-employed as a personal trainer working 
with clients in both West London and Lyme 
Regis, specialising in reducing body fat 
through resistance training. 

This week Mike gave us his tips on how to 
stay in shape and revealed the secrets to get¬ 
ting slim for summer. 


■ WHAT type of training is the best to stay in 
shape? 

Resistance training is the best way to get in shape be¬ 
cause nothing burns more calories than muscle, other 
than your brain. There is a misconception, particularly 
among women, that if they do resistance training they 
will bulk up and that is not the case. You could go into 
a gym and take a picture of someone on a cross trainer 
and go back in a year’s time and they would be in pretty 
much the same shape. The thing that really changes 
body shape is resistance training and it’s a lot more in¬ 
teresting. The reason most people don’t do it is because 
they don’t know how, they don’t know the techniques 
involved. 

■ WHAT are your top three tips to get in shape? 

Do resistance training a minimum of twice a week. Nu¬ 
trition wise you should ask yourself ‘does it run round 
a field?’ ‘does it swim?’ ‘does it fly?’ ‘is it green?’. If 
you say yes to any of those questions then it’s fine. The 
third tip is probably sleep, sleep is important. 

■ DOES it have to be expensive? 

The cost of gym membership varies but if you know 
how to apply resistance through bodyweight exercises 
or through cables or dumbbells then it doesn’t have to 
be. If you’ve got a set of dumbbells you can do a lot 
with that. 

■ DO you play sport? 

I used to play rugby and cricket. Playing rugby I re¬ 
alised is one of those things that is not necessarily good 



for your health and is almost the opposite of what I do 
now where things are controlled and incremental. On 
a rugby pitch they say here is a 20 stone bloke who is 
going to hit you from don’t know where, you haven’t 
prepared yourself, here it comes. Where as in a gym 
you can say we are going to apply this weight to this 
joint with this amount of force and build it up over the 
weeks. It was an education doing rugby but I’m not 
sure I’d play it again now. 
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■ WHY do you think obesity levels are on the rise 
in the UK? 

I think it’s lack of education with nutrition and also not 
understanding what is healthy exercise. I’m not anti¬ 
sport, but it’s not necessarily good for your health. It 
can injure your joints and that in the long term leads to 
less activity. One of the benefits of resistance training 
is that control leads to joint health. If you know how 
joints work and you know how to apply the force to 
joints then you can maintain your joints and you’re fit¬ 
ness as well. One thing they say is fitness comes and 
goes, joints go and go. 

■ ARE personal trainers a new phenomena? 

I think it’s generally seen as a more urban thing but I 
think people don’t really understand the benefit of how 
it can crossover into everyday life. If you’re prepared 
and your joints are healthier it puts your body into a 
better position to withstand force with outdoor pursuits 
be that paddling in the sea or walking up a hill. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Andrew Motion, poet laureate, because I’ve heard him 
speak a few times. A guy called Greg Roscoff because 
he is an expert in the fitness world. The other person 
would be Ian Botham, I’m a big cricket fan and he’s a 
sporting hero of mine. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last book was Small Island by Andrea Levy, the 
last film was at the From Page To Screen Festival and 
that was Housekeeping which was very good and the 
last CD was probably Coldplay.

What's it like to be young and living in Dorset? 


CHILDREN and young people, aged nine to 19, in 
Dorset are being asked for their views on what it is like 
to live in the county. 

Dorset County Council's Children and Young People's 
Attitude Survey includes a range of questions about 
school, free time, health and well-being, and issues 
such as bullying. 

The questions are based on issues raised by the 
County Pupil Council (CPC) - a group of primary and 
secondary schoolchildren who represent pupil councils 
from each of Dorset's pyramid of schools. They meet 
with county council officers once a term to raise con¬ 
cerns and issues from their area. 

The last survey was carried out in 2008 and nearly 
2000 responses were received. This year's survey builds 
on those questions and will help the CPC to see if lives 


of children and young people in Dorset have improved 
and what else needs to be done. 

Dorset County Council's Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren's services Toni Coombs wants as many children 
and young people to take part as possible:"This is chil¬ 
dren and young people's opportunity to tell us what it's 
like living in Dorset and to say what is on their minds. 

"We provide so many services for children and young 
people and we need their feedback, so we can improve 
and help them to enjoy life and reach their full poten¬ 
tial." 

The findings will be passed to the CPC to help them 
make decisions about their future work, and will also 
be used to improve services for children and young 
people.

Chris Channon, an RHS gold 
medalist who ran an orchid nursery 
for 21 years, was appearing in as¬ 
sociation with plant nutrition com¬ 
pany Growth Technology. 

He gave a talk on Tropical Or¬ 
chids for Beginners and also 
demonstrated how to repot an or¬ 
chid while chatting to a rapt audi¬ 
ence of enthusiasts. 

Chris also dealt with orchids that 
people had brought along with 
problems and gardeners listening 
said they learnt more from him in 
five minutes than they had with 
years of books and orchid cards. 

Chris explained that this was the

main problem with the modern 
world of orchids. 

He said: “The main difficulty is 
that there are many places selling 
orchids but few of them give ad¬ 
vice. 

“Today I tried to give out some 
quality information on how to grow 
orchids to help people go away and 
succeed with their own.” 

Chris brought his orchid kit along 
which included a range of past and 
present composts, some of which 
like peat and charcoal are no longer 
in use and others such as bark and 
coir which, he said, were the most 
preferred current medium because 
they allowed an orchid to breathe. 

He chatted about orchids gener¬ 


ally and said he had two rag orchids 
of his own which produce white 
blooms which he loves. 

Chris said “an orchid will thrive 
on a measure or benign neglect and 
added: “People came here full of 
expectation and if they have gone 
away with a little bit more knowl¬ 
edge than they came with then they 
will be happy and so will I.” 

Well, I went away happy. Chris 
took less than five seconds to spot 
what I’d been doing wrong with my 
orchid which urgently needed fresh 
compost, more air and a much more 
careful approach to watering only 
when needed. 

I now know how to look after it 
properly and, judging by the way 
Chris was peppered with questions 
by other orchid lovers, his knowl¬ 
edge was being put to very good 
use.

ATOP environmental conference championing clean sus¬ 
tainable seas and oceans is to be held at Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing Academy. 

Internationally renowned environmental organisations 
will be arriving on May 26th to take part in the ground¬ 
breaking event where the emphasis will be placed on 
“thinking globally - acting locally”.

NEW pond dipping and duck feeding platforms have 
opened at the RSPB’s Weymouth Wetlands nature reserve 
at Radipole Lake. 

The facilities near the reserve’s visitor centre in the 
Swannery car park were officially opened by Weymouth 
and Portland Mayor Paul Kimber. 

They were built as part of a planned programme of im¬ 
provements which has also seen extensive restoration of 
the reedbed habitat and other works such as the construc¬ 
tion of special homes for otters, an artificial sand martin 
wall and upgraded footpaths. 

Wetlands manager Nick Tomlinson said: “The aim of 
all the work we’ve been doing here for the last few years 
is not only to improve the site for wildlife but also to 
make the reserve more accessible to everyone and to en¬ 
courage local people and tourists to visit and enjoy a little 
bit of wildness on their doorstep.” 

Mr Kimber said he was delighted to be opening the 
platforms and added: “The RSPB reserves in Weymouth 
are very, very precious. They are a jewel in the borough’s 
crown. They are not only ecologically precious but are 
also very important for the community while they are 
worth £1 million annually to our tourist economy. 

“I hope these two new features at Radipole Lake will 
encourage even more people, particularly children, to 
visit and find out about the amazing wildlife right here 
in the middle of their town.” 

Nick added: “Leeding the ducks has always been a pop¬ 
ular family past-time and we’ve given it a new lease of 
life with this special duck-feeding platform. It also helps 
us to get the message across about what’s good to feed 
these birds, like barley and what’s not so good, like bread.

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Kingfishers breeding in Weymouth 



K ingfishers have success¬ 
fully hatched chicks at Radi- 
pole Lake, Weymouth, for 
the first time in forty years. 

RSPB staff at the Weymouth Wet¬ 
lands reserve said the birds were 
spotted excavating their nesting 
tunnel at the northern end of the 
site back in March. 

Wetlands manager Nick Tomlin¬ 
son said: "We've had people 
watching the nest on an almost 
daily basis. Now we can confirm 
that not only are the proud par¬ 
ents going into the tunnel with 
food, they are also coming out of 
it with faecal sacs of droppings 
which is a sure sign of live young. 
We're absolutely thrilled." 

The development comes after a 
two-year programme of work at 
the reserve, digging new ditches 
and restoring old ones, opening 
up new pools and improving 
water quality and fish stocks. 

Nick said: "The long-term popu¬ 
lation declines of kingfishers since 
1970 are generally attributed to 
pollution, but the water in the 
newly-restored areas of Radipole 
Lake is very clean and the sheer 
numbers of fish it supports, in¬ 
cluding minnows and stickle¬ 
backs, is staggering. They're just 


the right food prey 
for kingfishers. 

"What is even 
more thrilling is 
that this pair has 
chosen to nest 
right next to the 
artificial sand 
martin 
wall, in full 
view of the bird¬ 
watchers' hide so 
people have a re¬ 
ally good chance 
of seeing these ex¬ 
quisite birds as 
they go about their 
routine of fishing, 
feeding and raising 
their young. Lucky 
visitors may even 
get the chance to 
see the young birds as they fledge 
in the next few weeks. 

"And, as kingfishers can have up 
to three broods a year, it's a 
wildlife spectacle that could last 
well into the summer. These are 
birds of conservation concern that 
people would normally only get a 
brief glimpse of." 

Wetlands information officer 
Luke Phillips said: "We'll have staff 
and volunteers on hand to help 


visitors spot a kingfisher. The place 
to see them is the north hide 
which is just a 20 minute walk 
from our visitor centre at Swan¬ 
nery car park. 

"People can keep up to date 
with the happenings of our new 
kingfisher family on the RSPB 
Weymouth Wetlands blog. We will 
be updating regularly with new 
developments. You can find our 
blog at www.rspb.org.uk/wey- 
mouthwetlandsblog." 


Old newspapers to help turtles! 



UNWANTED newspapers 
are needed to help Wey¬ 
mouth Sea Life Park make 
its turtle festival at the end 
of May a success. 

Turtle Fest from May 
28 th -June 5 th will see the 
Park host a range of fun 
conservation led activities, 
as well as raising money 
for endangered Logger- 
head turtles in Greece. 

Part of the activities tak¬ 
ing place at Weymouth Sea 
Life Park during the week 
is to make the worlds 
largest papier mache turtle 
shell. 

Curator Fiona Smith 
said: “We wanted kids to 
get hands on making 
something fun while 
teaching them about the 
importance of looking 
after their environment and 
recycling. 

“We are also going for a 
world record attempt, so 
we are asking the public 
for as many unwanted 
newspapers we can get our 
hands on. 

“Last year we were 
kindly donated hundreds 
of unwanted towels for our 
five rescued disabled tur¬ 
tles, so we are hoping for 
the same support this time 
round.” 

Other activities will in¬ 
clude playing an instru¬ 
ment in the Park’s 
Recycled Rubbish Band, a 
limbo competition, turtle 
conservation talks, turtle 
games and a turtle quiz. 

Visitors will also be in¬ 
vited to join in Sea Life’s 
Make a turtle Smile cam¬ 
paign and upload a photo 
of themselves pulling a 
turtle smile with their fore¬ 
fingers to the Make a Tur¬ 


tle Smile’ facebookpage at 
www.facebook.com/visit- 
sealife. 

In partnership with NGO 
group Earth Sea and Sky, 
Sea Life centres are ur¬ 
gently raising funds to 
build a turtle rescue centre 
on the Greek island of Za- 
kynthos. 

Zakynthos holds the 
largest number of Logger- 
head turtle nests in the 
Mediterranean and has 
seen generations of Log¬ 
gerheads return annually 


to breed and lay eggs. 

The high concentration 
of gathering turtles results 
in casualties with turtles 
being injured in boat colli¬ 
sions, entanglement in 
fishing gear or swallowing 
fish hooks. 

The nearest turtle rescue 
centre is currently and 
eight hour journey to 
Athens. With many turtles 
needing emergency treat¬ 
ment, a turtle hospital on 
the island itself will liter¬ 
ally be a lifesaver for in¬ 


jured Loggerheads. 

The Sea Life network 
has raised €140,000 to¬ 
wards the rescue centre 
and aims to raise an addi¬ 
tional €230,000 in time to 
get it up and running this 
year.

Remembering the day 
the Bismarck was sunk 


SEVENTY years ago the cruiser 
HMS Dorsetshire fired its torpedoes 
to finish off the pride of the German 
navy, the mighty battleship Bis¬ 
marck. 

The action on May 27 th , 1941, was 
the final chapter in a series of en¬ 
gagements which began three days 
before. 

Bismarck had attempted to break 
out into the Atlantic to attack Allied 
convoys, but she met the battle¬ 
cruiser HMS Hood and the brand 
new battleship HMS Prince of 
Wales. 

Bismarck sunk HMS Hood and 
only three of her 1,400 crew sur¬ 
vived, the Prince of Wales succeed¬ 
ing in putting two shells through 
Bismarck’s fuel tanks before being 
forced to break off the action because 
of battle damage. 

Bismarck then gave shadowing 
cruisers the slip before a flying boat 
found her again the next day. 

Swordfish torpedo biplanes then at¬ 
tacked the German giant and dam¬ 
aged her steering gear, Bismarck’s

attempts to limp home to France for 
repairs being prevented by rudder 
damage. 

She then ran straight in to two 
British battleships, HMS King 
George V and HMS Rodney who se¬ 
verely damaged the Bismarck and set 
her on fire. 

Speaking to the View at Dorset 
County Museum, Weymouth naval 
historian Alvin Hopper said: “It was 
then left to HMS Dorsetshire to fin¬ 
ish her off with torpedoes which she 
did. 

“HMS Dorsetshire was later sent to 
the Indian Ocean based at Colombo 
in Ceylon in 1942. 

“A Japanese attack was imminent 
and HMS Dorsetshire and fellow 
cruiser HMS Cornwall were ordered 
to Adu Atoll but without air cover. 

“Japanese dive bombers spotted 
them and attacked and sunk both 
ships on April 5 th , 1942. 

“Only half the crew survived and 


they had to spend 24 hours in open 
boats before being spotted by an air¬ 
craft which led to them being res¬ 
cued by British destroyers. 

“A graphite pencil drawing of the 
sinking of HMS Dorsetshire and 
HMS Cornwall was presented by 
myself and artist Douglas Milne to 
Dorset County Museum, Dorchester 
in 1992 on the 50 th anniversary of the 
sinkings. 

“Dorsetshire will always be re¬ 
membered as the ship which finished 
off the Bismarck. 

“She was named after Dorset at a 
time when several other counties 
gave their names to new ships in¬ 
cluding Kent, Sussex, Devonshire 
and Cornwall. 

“It is all part of Dorset’s rich naval 
history but May 27 th will always be 
remembered as the day the Bismarck 
was sunk. 

“An attempt was made to raise 
funds for a new HMS Dorsetshire. 
Nothing came of it, but it is possible 
one of the new Type 26 global com¬ 
bat ships may be given her name.”

Never mind the fact that we joined 
the rest of the country in a 2-1 rejec¬ 
tion of AV, the key figure was that 
271 votes had to be rejected. 


Don’t forget, this was a simple yes 
or no question, yet it proved too 
complex a task for all these voters. 

The reasons for rejection were var¬ 
ied. 

Some votes were scrapped because 
the person had voted both “yes” and 
“no” while other votes were voided 
because the marks made on the vot¬ 
ing paper couldn’t be clearly attrib¬ 
uted, papers had been defaced or 
they contained comments. 

Perhaps the clearest of those opin¬ 
ions came from one voter who had 


simply taken their voting paper and 
scrawled across it: “I don’t care.” 

Sadly this was an all too common 
sentiment from people who were so 
underwhelmed by the referendum 
that they didn’t bother to vote at all. 

Much has been made of the over¬ 
whelming two-thirds vote in favour 
of retaining the existing electoral 
system, but it became a lot less of a 
landslide when it emerged that 57 
per cent of people hadn’t bothered to 
vote.

L IKE me, you proba¬ 
bly thought I was 
taking it easy this 
week by trying my hand at 
short mat bowls, but then 
you have probably never 
been a young man in a 
bowls club. 

Within minutes of arriv¬ 
ing at Beaminster Short 
Mat Bowls Club I had had 
a gang of women chanting 
‘I can see your bottom’ as 
I bent over to play my first 
wood and had my hands in 
one lady’s jeans pocket, to 
retrieve a 2p coin - for the 
toss of course! 

I was also treated to 
pizza by the club in an at¬ 
tempt to bribe me for a 
good write-up. As any 
good reporter will tell you, 
accepting bribes compro¬ 
mises your journalistic in¬ 
tegrity. I, however, accept 
all forms of bribe, espe¬ 
cially hot food. 

For those not familiar 
with the sport, short mat 
bowls is a descendant of 
lawn green bowls but dif¬ 
fers in a number of ways. 


The game has been 
adapted to be played in¬ 
doors in smaller venues, 
the difficulty is maintained 
by placing a wooden block 
in the centre of the mat to 
force the bowler to use the 
bias of the wood to curve 
their shots. 

This coupled with the 
varying mat speeds, and 
questionable flooring at 
some village halls, keeps 
the game interesting and, 
of course, being indoors it 
can be played all year 
round. 

In the UK bowls in all its 
forms has a reputation for 
being an older person’s 
sport. I’m not entirely sure 
why. 

Teenagers from Bridport 
and Beaminster will often 
spend an hour or more on 
the bus to go ten-pin bowl¬ 
ing in Weymouth. Short 
Mat Bowls is just as excit¬ 
ing, equally social and, as 
I found out, a lot more 
skilful. 

The game is also a lot 
cheaper to play and for 


most of us is right on our 
doorstep. 

In some parts of the 
world young people are 
now waking up to this fact. 
In Australia bowls is hav¬ 
ing a resurgence among 
young people and is now 
the second biggest partici¬ 
pation team sport in the 
country. 

Teenagers down under 
are not a rare sight on a 
bowling green and their 
national teams are made 
up of predominately 
young stars. 

I’m sure it would only 
take a handful of young 
people to start playing lo¬ 
cally and others would fol¬ 
low suit. Marian and Neil 
tell me that when their 
grandchildren visit they 
insist on coming on a 
Thursday so they can join 
them at the club. 

For the time being 


though I don’t think my 
new friends in Beaminster 
will mind me saying that 
their membership is not 
young, but as their website 
says, they’re all still young 
at heart. 

The players still enjoy 
the banter you will get at 
any sports club, the atmos¬ 
phere is still as lively and 
the competition just as 
fierce. 

Over the course of the 
evening I played three 
games in total, one game 
of triples and two doubles 
matches. Fike any compet¬ 
itive person, I enjoy any¬ 
thing with a winner and a 
loser, whether it’s Monop¬ 
oly or a Wembley cup 
final. 

No-one remembers who 
first said: “It’s not the win¬ 
ning, it’s the taking part 
that counts.” That’s proba¬ 
bly because it wasn’t 


Muhammed Ali or Bobby 
Moore, it was more likely 
the parent of a boy who 
had just finished last in an 
egg and spoon race. 

I was delighted then, to 
find myself on the winning 
side in all three of my 
games. It may have been 
more down to luck than 
judgement, but we won, 
and in style, 5-3, 7-1 and 
10-3. I immediately was 
brought down to earth 
though by taking on the 
challenge from club presi¬ 
dent, and founder member, 
Neil Hammond to a one- 
on-one shootout. Two ends 
of three balls, winning a 
point for hitting the jack. 
He beat me 2-1 but I 
sensed he was never wor¬ 
ried. 

The Thursday night ses¬ 
sion, which I attended, is as 
much a social gathering as 
a competition, but the club 


are serious about the game 
and compete with two 
teams, The Beagles and 
The Bees, in the Beamin¬ 
ster and District Feague. 

They are also successful. 
The Beagles won the 
league trophy from 2007 
to 2010 and this year 
picked up The Netherbury 
Cup. 

Don’t let their pedigree 


put you off though as the 
whole club are very 
friendly and welcoming 
and you won’t get shouted 
at if your woods all go off 
in different directions. 

The club offer a very 
generous first three ses¬ 
sions free and for those 
who continue to attend, the 
membership costs are very 
reasonable. 


So next time you’re sat at 
home on a Thursday 
evening, it’s raining out¬ 
side and there is nothing 
on TV, why not give short 
mat bowls a try?

out plants as needed. Summer 
pruning and fruit thinning 
may be required with some 
plants, such as grape vines. 

• Water regularly, making sure 
that the composts and soils 
don't dry out. 

• Weed around plants and in 
the beds. 

• Make sure that plants are fed 
as required. 

• Put up shade nets in early 
summer to protect plants 
from scorching by direct over¬ 
head sunlight. Shading 
washes can also be sprayed 
onto the outside of the green¬ 
house and washed off in au¬ 
tumn. 

• Avoid watering plants in the 
middle of the day during sum¬ 
mer as this can scorch the 


leaves. 

• Some plants prefer high hu¬ 
midity, so splash the floor with 
water (called 'damping down') 
each day in the summer or use 
a hand-held mist sprayer. 

• Look out for pests and dis¬ 
eases and treat appropriately. 
Common pests in warm, 
humid conditions include 
aphids, red spider mite and 
mealy bug. Diseases include 
mildew and botrytis. 

Exterior 

• Clean the exterior of the 
greenhouse by washing the 
panes of glass with warm 
water and a sponge. 

• Higher parts of the green¬ 
house can be reached by at¬ 
taching a sponge to the end of 
a broom handle or a bamboo 


cane. 

• Old plastic labels or a gentle 
jet wash attachment on the 
end of a hose are ideal for get¬ 
ting in under the window 
panel joints to remove the 
build up of dirt underneath. 

• Clean on a moderately windy 
day and let the breezes dry 
out the greenhouse as it's 
washed. 

• Once the panes of glass are 
dry, insulate the greenhouse 
with bubblewrap to protect 
any plants you are overwinter¬ 
ing, and to encourage the 
greenhouse to heat up more 
rapidly in the spring. 

• Check the panels for any bro¬ 
ken or cracked glass. They 
should be replaced. If you are 
planning on doing the job 



yourself, then you 
should wear gloves and 
goggles. 

• Wooden frames can be 
painted using a wood 
preservative, making 
sure that none of the so¬ 
lution touches the 
plants. 

Interior 

• When starting on the 
interior of the green¬ 
house, ensure that the 
electricity is turned off 
and all electrical equip¬ 
ment such as heaters 
and radios are un¬ 
plugged. 

• Clean the interior by 
removing all the con¬ 
tainers, pots and shelv¬ 
ing/staging. 

• If some of the plants are 
slightly tender, then 
move them into another 
shed or greenhouse. 

• Otherwise, wrap them 
in fleeces and try not to 
keep them outside for 
too long. 

• If the temperature is 
cold outside, then you 
will just have to work 
around them in the 
greenhouse. 

• Throw out old used 
growing bags, remove 
all the leaves that will 
have fallen from the 
plants, and sweep the 
floor to remove any dirt 
and spilled soil. 

• Also, pick off any dam¬ 
aged or infected leaves 
and burn them. 

• Throw out any dead 
and dying plants. 

• Weed the plant beds. 

• The paths and brick 
walls should also be 
scrubbed with clean 
water and disinfectant. 

• Sterilise containers, 
staging, propagation 
benches and capillary 
matting - although re¬ 
placing capillary matting 
each year is better. 

• Also check that all ven¬ 
tilation panels and win¬ 
dows are operating 
properly and lighting 
and watering/irrigation 
systems are working.

Tear down the Wall! 

Roger Waters restages the Pink Floyd classic at The 02 


ROGER WATERS-The Wall : The 02 Arena, London 
Thursday , May 12th 2011 

THE Wall isn't your average sort of record. Even viewed alongside the most 
bloated of concept albums and rock operas of the Sixties and Seventies, it still 
sits in a league of its own, writes JAMES COLES. 

Dealing with themes of personal isolation and abandonment, it's not a barrel 
of laughs, but does contain some of the greatest music Pink Floyd ever 
recorded. 

The story of'Pink', a character based on the band's then frontman Roger Wa¬ 
ters, begins with the loss of his father in World War II and continues with a diffi¬ 
cult childhood featuring an overbearing mother and sadistic schoolteachers. 
By the time Pink's marriage is dead and buried, he's in self-imposed isolation 

- represented by the metaphorical wall. 

When the piece was first performed live in 1980 it was a landmark production 

- this was no mere gig but a mammoth musical production. Throughout the 
first half of the show a giant wall of 'cardboard bricks' was gradually built be¬ 
tween the audience and the band, which was finally brought crashing down 
in a stunning climax at the end of the show. 

But times have changed and what would have been stunning in the early 
Eighties looked pale in comparison to Roger Waters' newly updated produc¬ 
tion. The Wall was staged in the UK for the first time in 30 years last week. 

With stunning high definiton projections, the wall in the new production lit¬ 
erally came alive. And although it was being used as nothing more than a huge 
cinema screen, the vivid images looked so real the audience was totally im¬ 
mersed. 

Some classic imagery from the original show was kept in place, but the HD 
elements took the experience to another level. So too did the change in con¬ 
tent, with footage from more recent conflicts such as Afghanistan and Iraq, 
and the death of Jean Charles de Menezes, making the piece as relevant today 
at it ever was. 

Pyrotechnics came thick and fast from the beginning, with a model WWII 
bomber flying across the arena and crashing into the half built wall in a blaze 
of sparks and sounds effects. 

As the show continued, Gerald Scarfe's grotesque puppet of the schoolmas¬ 
ter got an outing, as did the mandatory Pink Floyd inflatable pig. But it was 
the animation that took centre stage, that is until one very special moment 
that will not be repeated throughout the tour's other 118 dates. 

The long standing spat between Roger Waters and Pink Floyd guitarist David 
Gilmour is well documented, but the hatchet was finally buried when the two 
agreed to play together at Live 8 in 2005. The day's most memorable image 
was that of Gilmour and Waters standing alongside bandmates Nick Mason 
and Rick Wright at the end of what was the band's first live performance in 
nearly 25 years. 

But rumours of a permanent reunion were quashed and soon after Gilmour 
released a new solo album and Waters toured the band's legendary album The 
Dark Side Of The Moon on his own. 

In the time since the band has lost founder member Syd Barrett (who left the 
group in 1968) and keyboard player Rick Wright, who died two years after Syd 
in 2008. 

Despite rumours, neither event led to Gilmour and Waters sharing a stage 
again, but last year, following a tad of arm twisting from David Gilmour, Roger 
appeared as his guest at a low key charity event in Oxfordshire. 

With more than a slight hint of irony, the two played the old Phil Spector hit 
'To Know Him IsTo Love Him'-something Roger only finally agreed to do when 
Gilmour promised to make a guest appearance at one of his Wall shows in re¬ 
turn. 

And that night was last Thursday. With the wall now fully built, Waters began 
to perform 'Comfortably Numb' alone, a solitary figure in front of the mono¬ 
lithic structure. 

Just before what should be David Gilmour's part in the iconic song, Waters 
looked to the heavens and a spotlight fell on a another lone figure, this time 
on top of the wall, fifty feet in the air. 

The arena rose to its feet. Grown men cried. The noise was comparable to 
Take That gatecrashing a nightclub full of hen parties. This was no session 
player, this was the real deal - David Gilmour collaborating with Roger Waters 
on The Wall for the first time 
since 1981. 

For most of the crowd Mc¬ 
Cartney had just turned up to 
play with Lennon. And the re¬ 
action was staggering - the au¬ 
dience couldn't believe its luck 
in having tickets for the per¬ 
formance of the entire tour. 

And things only got better. 

Come the final song, per¬ 
formed 'unplugged' in front of 
a now destroyed wall, Gilmour 
re-appeared amidst the tum¬ 
bled bricks only to be followed 
by Pink Floyd drummer, Nick 
Mason. 

All three surviving members 
of the band sharing a stage for 
only the second time in 30 
years. 

An incredible production, 
spectacle and performance - 
and the band weren't bad ei¬ 
ther.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


AS you watch the finches and tits eating the 
seed on your bird table, don't you sometimes 
wonder where they have all hidden their nests? 
However, I know where the pigeons have their 
nest because it is a mere six feet from my bath¬ 
room window. The brooding mother seems 
not to be put out by my prying eyes as she pa¬ 
tiently awaits the arrival of her squabs. This 
poem, by Edward Thomas, was written in De¬ 
cember 1914. 

BIRD'S NESTS 

The summer nests uncovered by autumn wind, 
Some tom, others dislodged, all dark, 
Everyone sees them: low or high in tree, 

Or hedge, or single bush, they hang like a mark. 

Since there's no need of eyes to see them with 
I cannot help a little shame 
That I missed most, even at eye's level, till 
The leaves blew off and made the seeing no game. 

Tiis a light pang. I like to see the nests 
Still in their places, now first known, 

At home and by far roads. Boys knew them not, 
Whatever jays and squirrels may have done. 

And most I like the winter nests deep-hid 
That leaves and berries fell into: 

Once a dormouse dined there on hazel-nuts, 
And grass and goose-grass seeds found soil and grew. 


The Bay Psalm Book, which contains metrical 
translations of the Psalms, was first printed 
ini 640 and was the first book to be printed in 
British North America. I was not aware of this 
until I read an anthology of'Good Poems'cho¬ 
sen by the American author, Garrison Keillor. In 
his selection Mr Keillor includes Psalm 23 from 
the Psalter. For me the King James Bible's ver¬ 
sion of the 23rd Psalm is one of the finest 
poems in the English language. The idea of try¬ 
ing to improve it is probably asking too much 
of any writer, even a Pilgrim Father. 

PSALM 23 

The Lord to me a shepherd is, 
want therefore shall not I: 

He in the folds offender grass, 
doth cause me down to lie: 

To waters calm me gently leads 
restore my soul doth he: 

He doth in paths of righteousness 
for his namesake lead me. 

Yea, though in valley of death's shade 
I walk, none ill I'll fear: 

Because thou art with me, thy rod, 
and staff my comfort are. 

For me a table thou hast spread 
in presence of my foes: 

Thou dost anoint my head with oil; 
my cup it overflows. 

Goodness and mercy surely shall 
all my days follow me: 


And in the Lord's house I shall dwell 
so long as days shall be. 

If you have a copy of the Bay Psalm Book don't 
send it for re-cycling because it is one of only a 
dozen left in existence and is worth around 
£40,000.

AT BEST 

The faithful helm commands the keel, 

From port to port fair breezes blow; 

But the ship must sail the convex sea, 

Nor may she straighter go. 

So, man to man; in fair accord, 

On thought and will the winds may wait; 

But the world will bend the passing word, 
Though its shortest course be straight. 

From soul to soul the shortest line 
At best will bended be: 

The ship that holds the straightest course

DAISY HUTCHINGS CUP FINAL 

(at Perry Street, Thursday, May 12th) 
FAVOURITES Beaminster Reserves 
were blown away by a four goal 
salvo by livewire South Petherton 
Reserves'striker Jody Bovey at Perry 
Street on Thursday evening. 

Beaminster, newly crowned as Di¬ 
vision Two Champions, had done 
the league double over their oppo¬ 
nents and, with a potent three¬ 
pronged attack of Josh Hunter (33 
goals), Ross Pickett (21 goal) and 
Dan Pyett (24 goals) may have gone 
into the game thinking they could 
'out-gun'any team in the competi¬ 
tion. 

But Bovey had other ideas. 

The early exchanges did indeed 
see Hunter, Pyett and winger Dan 
Tolman all linking well with Pyett fir¬ 
ing just wide in the 10th minute. 

Two minutes later midfielder Mark 
Carstairs cracked a 25-yarder that 
was tipped around the post by 
Magpies"keeper Andy Male. 

But the balance of the game sur¬ 
prisingly shifted from this juncture. 
Bovey surged down the right flank 
before crossing to the impressive 
Ashley Smith whose header beat 
the Rainbows'diminutive gloveman 
MarkTozer but was hacked off the 
line by centre-back Adam Butcher. 

Smith went close again in the 20th 
minute when he weaved in from 
the angle of the box before unleash¬ 
ing an angled shot that Tozer did 
well to keep out. 

The deadlock was broken five 


minutes later when the Beaminster 
defence was guilty of hesitating 
under a high ball and Bovey 
nipped-in to slot past the advancing 
Tozer. 

The West Dorset side responded 
almost immediately. First Mark 
Woodley's long free-kick was 
headed narrowly wide by Ross Pick¬ 
ett. 

Then Pickett challenged for a high 
ball which popped up invitingly for 
old-fashioned centre-forward but 
his volley missed the target from 
just eight yards. 

It mattered not. Beaminster were 
level 10 minutes before the interval 
when Dan Tolman, who had an im¬ 
pressive first-half, cut-in from his 
left-wing position before drilling 
home a low shot across Male and 
into the far corner. 

Tolman almost created a second 
soon after for Hunter but his header 
was comfortably saved by Male. 

With thoughts turning to the 
break Pethy stunned their oppo¬ 
nents for a second time when 
Smith's shot came back off an up¬ 
right only for Bovey to pounce on 
the rebound. 

The killer third goal arrived in the 
53rd minute when referee Simon 
Salter, who had a fine game, 
pointed to the spot after Hunter, 
back defending a corner, had 
tripped Smith in his own area. 

Jary smashed the resulting spot- 
kick high down the centre of the 
goal to leave Robin Ormsby's side 
with a mountain the climb. 

Hunter went close with to low 


drive that flew just wide on the hour 
but the result was confirmed 20 
minutes from time when the preda¬ 
tory instincts of Bovey came to the 
fore gain when he jumped on a half¬ 
chance and unleashed a volley that 
gave Tozer no chance and com¬ 
pleted his hat-trick. 

Ninety seconds later it was 5-1; 
substitute Mark Padfield played a 
slide-rule pass into the Beaminster 
area and Bovey rolled home his 
fourth goal of the match. 

Padfield went close with a fine 
long-range effort before The Rain¬ 
bows gave the score line an air of re¬ 
spectability with late consolations 
from skipper Richie Middleton and 
Butcher. 

Bovey obviously took the Man-of- 
the Match honours, and looked 
every inch the Premier Division 
front man that he was last season, 
but there were fine performances 
from Smith and captain Karl Diment 
who, despite losing out in the 
height stakes, did a good job in nul¬ 
lifying the ariel threat of Pickett. 

For Beaminster, Tolman had a fine 
first-half as did Mark Carstairs and 
Hunter had a few half-chances but 
his frustrations got the better of 
him.

TOMMY TABBERER CUP FINAL 

(at Lyme Regis, Friday MAY 13th) 
SHEPTON Beauchamp deservedly 
lifted the Tommy Tabberer Cup for 
the first time in their history with a 
comprehensive 3-1 win over Uplyme 
at the Davey Fort on Friday evening. 

Anthony Smith's side went into the 
game as clear favourites having beat 
the Devonians on three occasions 
since Christmas and as soon as Dan 
Smith opened the scoring in the 23rd 
minute Shepton took control. 

Smith had earlier been denied by a 
stunning save by Uplyme 'keeper 
Lloyd Cleal who acrobatically tipped 
the striker's goal bound shot onto the 
crossbar. 

But Cleal was powerless to keep out 
the opener as Smith weaved his way 
into the box before hammering a shot 
into the roof of the net. 

Cleal was also at his best on the half 
hour as he stood tall to deny the pro¬ 
lific Sam Murley in a one-on-one 
chance. 

Moments later Murley scythed his 
way in the area before being tripped 
by Jack Chappie but referee Andy 
Dyke dismissed the strong Shepton 
appeals for a penalty and Uplyme 
clung on to reach the interval fortu¬ 
nate to be just the one goal behind. 

The result was sealed five minutes 
after the restart when a long throw-in 
was flicked on to Murley who tapped 
in his 35th goal of the season. 

Two minutes later Cleal made his 
one mistake in an otherwise Man-of- 


the Match performance when he 
flapped at a cross and Smith pounced 
on the rebound. 

It cou Id have got even worse for the 
Swallows on the hour. Smith was 
chopped down in the area but Kris 
Hastings'spot-kick was poorly placed 
and Cleal saved well. 

Five minutes later the Uplyme 
gloveman leapt acrobatically to tip a 
free-kick from Sam Hodkinson around 
the post. 

Finally Rob Coombe's side began to 
create some openings. Ryan Prendev- 
ille beat two defenders and rolled a 
shot past Terry Crocker only to see the 
ball clip the post. 

The large Uplyme support was fi¬ 
nally given something to cheer 15 
minutes from time when a Stuart 
King's long throw-in was flicked on to 
Gavin Fowler who cleverly guided the 
ball into the corner. 

But Shepton thoroughly deserved 
their win and had star men in Murley 
Smith and Hodkinson. 

Top performers for Uplyme were the 
outstanding Cleal and wingers Jack 
Borgeat and Adam Neale. 

Manager Coombe had no com¬ 
plaints, he said: "I think the occasion 
and the big crowd got to some of our 
players. Our passing was poor and we 
seemed panicy. All credit to Shepton 
they thoroughly deserved their win."

Blandford 116 all out by nine wickets 

DORCHESTER had a comprehensive nine wicket victory over 
Blandford that sees them lead the Premiership table after 
three matches. 

After Dan Belt (4-35) had ripped out the heart of the visitors 
batting, Dave Maslen and Adam Rendell shared an unbeaten 
second wicket century stand to see the county town home 
with over 24 overs to spare. 

Skipper Martyn Richards won the toss and inserted the visi¬ 
tors who made a solid start before James Dunham (1-19) 
trapped Woodruff (8) leg before. Belt then produced an ab¬ 
solute peach to bowl Luke Carter (12) before trapping White 
leg before for a duck, and having Jeans caught by Shaun Little 
to leave Blandford at 40-4. Shepherd (14) and Brockaway (19) 
took the score on to 68 before Rob Waite (2-27) got rid of the 
former who had lived a charmed life. 

Wickets fell steadily with Phil Morley (2-29) joining in and 
Krish Subramanian closing the innings with his fifth ball when 
he bowled Stuart Robbins.

A VITAL last wicket stand of 36 between Tom England and 
taiender Rob Nobbs (3) was enough to give Weymouth their 
first victory of the new season. 

England scored an invaluable 62 not out after Weymouth 
had looked in trouble at 49-3, and although he lost partners 
on a regular basis, his defiant last wicket stand saw Weymouth 
reach 199 all out on a trying wicket. 

With supporting knocks from Dean Janaaway (20), Jonny 
Armfield (19) and then later Faraz Ulhaq (23) and Matt Lawes 
(15) Weymouth were able to post a challenging target. 

Lawes (3-25) made the breakthrough when Ferndown 
replied, before Nobbs (2-33) claimed Elsworthy (1) and Raftery 
(0) in the next over. 

However Sexton (30) and Griffiths (62) rallied the innings be¬ 
fore Dan Hutchens (2-37) dismissed the former. Griffiths

Winton 132 all out 

beat Weymouth 2nd 88 all out by 44 runs 

WEYMOUTH went into the match with a very young side, with 
seven players aged 18 and under, but they acquitted them¬ 
selves well on an atrocious wicket. 

They bowled extremely well with Graham Puckett picking 
up 4-12 off his nine overs whilst 16-year-old Ryan Monk 
nabbed 3-24. With Tim Guyett and Luke Carrington also claim¬ 
ing a brace each they dismissed the home side for 132 all out. 

Weymouth struggled in reply against some accurate bowl¬ 
ing and uneven bounce in the wicket, and found it difficult to 
get the ball off the square. 

Only Cameron Armfield who batted sensibly at number 
three for his 21 runs, and young Alistair Sterling who showed 
a lot of promise later in the innings, were able to cope with the 
poor conditions as the visitors were bowled out for 88. 

Captain Sean Fitzgerald said: "It didn't help that we were di¬ 
rected to the wrong ground initially which meant we had no 
say in the toss. 

"The wicket was atrocious, and for a Division One fixture 
should be better than that.The fact that only four players were 
not either bowled or leg before tells the tale. 

"I thought it was a top performance by our bowlers. Unfor¬ 
tunately we dropped a couple of catches that proved crucial, 
otherwise we may have got them out for 30 or 40 less. 

"Winton bowled very well, straight and full, but I thought it 
was a good performance by such a young side, and they will 
certainly have learned quite a bit, and the standard that is re¬ 
quired."

Beaminster 192-5 lost to Christchurch 280-6 by 88 runs 

A CENTURY from Mike Kitson meant Beaminster were always 
going to be chasing the game as Christchurch built a formi¬ 
dable total of 280-5 in their allotted 45 overs, and whilst 
Beaminster produced a solid reply they were never going to 
reach their target. 

On an excellent wicket, Christchurch who won the toss 
played aggressively from the start Beaminster's bowlers and 
fielders had no answers as they made basic errors, and runs 
flowed far too easily as Christchurch raced to 72 off of just 12 
overs. 

Will Everitt took a juggling catch to finally break the opening 
partnership off of the bowling of Ross Baker, and although ex¬ 
pensive Mark Barber took the next wicket as Baker took a well 
judged catch on the boundary.

In reply, Beaminster's openers played sensibly against some 
accurate bowling from Tony Robinson and particularly Brett 
Custard who finally dismissed Richard Runyard (14) who was 
the caught pulling. Simon Jones (46) continued his good form 
as he took advantage of any loose deliveries and after fellow 
opener Nick David (19) departed, 

Will Everitt joined Jones and both played excellently. Al¬ 
though Beaminster never threatened the huge Christchurch 
total they batted well with Joe Hawkins (25) supporting the 
undefeated Everitt making 61 not out. 

Skipper Baker said: "Kitson played well although he rode his 
luck and our bowling and fielding was not great. However we 
batted solidly and it was good that we didn't just roll over. 
Simon Jones and Will Everitt both batted very well, and Stig 
Hawkins had an excellent all round game." 

Swanage 94 all out 

lost to Dorchester 2nd 98-4 by six wickets 
MIKE Peake produced the best figures of his career as he skit¬ 
tled Swanage for just 94 all out with a brilliant 8-26. 

The former Blandford player was almost unplayable as he 
mowed down the Swans aided by brilliant catches from Ian 
Sibley and Chris Backhouse, and well backed up by Dorn Royle 
and Crispen Brown, both making their 2nd's debut who both 
produced creditable bowling performances. 

With the pitch producing a few unreliable surprises the 
Dorchester top order did well with Colin Edney playing the an¬ 
chor role scoring 15 off 20 overs allowing Ian Legg (16) and 
14-year-old Marcus Evans (30) with a very accomplished dis¬ 
play, to build a winning platform. Sibley (20no) and Joe Power 
(6no) then saw them across the line. 

Sidelined captain Simon Joslin said: "It was a excellent team 
performance; the wicket wasn't easy, and Mike's bowling per¬ 
formance was outstanding." 

DIVISION THREE 

Bridport 158 all out 

lost to Stalbridge 2nd 175-9 by 17 runs 

DESPITE defeat to a strong Stalbridge 2nd's side, Bridport skip¬ 
per Mark Smith was full of praise for his side's performance. 
"They are a very strong side, and I think we bowled very well 
to keep them below the 200 mark. We also batted intelligently 
to get within 10 per cent of their score and get bonus points." 

Stalbridge decided to bat and opener Robbie Knight and 
Mark Chant looked in good form. However the introduction 
of Dorn Gape who bowled superbly for 3-24 from 12 overs 
broke the stand having Chant caught behind by MarkTozer. 

A Sullivan made 25 and there were late contributions from 
C Moore and I Walker as some excellent bowling from Sam 
Good (4-22) and Liam Toohill (2-17) gave Bridport a creditable 
target. 

Toohill and Good were both dismissed cheaply in reply but 
with Smith playing the anchor role (six runs in 13 overs), Luke 
King (26) and a mature innings from Tozer (33) put Bridport 
back in with a chance.

Smith said: "We pegged them back with great bowling by 
Sam, Dorn and Liam, but the 40 extras we conceded were 
costly in the end. Ashley's innings was superb, as was Mark 
Tozer's sensible, mature contribution." 

Blandford 2nd 130-1 beat 
Cattistock 129 all out by nine wickets 

CATTISTOCK suffered a heavy defeat at the hands of Blandford 
2nds. They were soon in trouble at 8-2 off four overs, but useful 
contributions from Dave Baggs (32), Ben Golledge (35) and 
James England (37) saw them reach 102-4 and looking at a 
reasonable total. 

But then the wheels came off and they lost their last six wick¬ 
ets for just 27 runs thanks to the bowling of A Lawrence (4-21) 
and Ollie Trowbridge (3-19). 

A first wicket stand of 110 between David Baker (42), who 
was finally trapped by Buddy Langford (1-21), and the un¬ 
beaten Steve Franklin (59 not out) saw the hosts home to an 
easy nine wicket victory.
